Since Pearl Harbor, the number of Red Cross volunteers has 
expanded to 3,500,000. Besides millions of garments and other 
articles produced by volunteers, 350,000,000 surgical dressings = 
have been prepared for the Army, Navy and the United Na- 
Dons. In 1941, the Red Cross collected $0,000 units of blood 
plasma, and in 1942 there were more than a million donors. 

A notable achievement is the training of £00,000 women in 
Home Nursing and 60,000 as Volunteer Nurse's Aides to help ud 
alleviate the nurse shortage. In 1942 five and a half million 
people were awarded First Aid certificates by the Red Cross.

The American Red Cross has already shipped 1,004,000 Prisoners of War parcels for distribution 
to American military prisoners and civilian internees in enemy countries ая well ax to United Nations 
prisoners and civilians, 

Through the International Red Cross, the American Red Cross is able to act as the means of com. 
munication between families in this country and their relatives and friends in enemy and occupied areas, 


All ower the worki, wherever our armed forces are stationed, Red Cross field directors accom: 
pany the men, These field directors are the connecting link between the service man amd his family, 
Over a twelve month period, more than 440,000 men in the armed forces asked for and received coun- 
sel and practical assistance from their field directors. 

The Red Cross has the responsibility of vetting up recreational clubs for our service men on foreign 
duty, There are now in operation 75 service men's clubs in foreign countries and this number will be 
increased as more troops are sent abroad. These clubs are located in cities and towns adjacent to mili. 
tary concentrations where the men may be on leave. They are staffed for the most part by members 
of the American Red Cross. In general, clubs have recreational rooms including, if possible, a gym- 
nasium with games and American periodicals and books and a staff experienced in recreational work. 


Torpedoed seamen, sighted floating on ralis іп the merciless heat of the South Pacific or on the 
ку waters of the North Atlantic, receive Red Crom akd even before rescue ships pick them up. Red 
Crow rescue kits are lowered from Navy aircraft to these stranded men, And when they are brought 
ashore, Red Crow workers meet them and offer every aid. 


From headquarters in Cairo, with the cooperation of the International Red Cross Committee and 
other Red Cross societies, ald was given to Greek refugees in Egypt, Turkey, Syria, and Palestine; 
starving Poles were fed in Iran and southern Russia; and 
help was extended to victims of the bombing of the cos- 
mopolitan Egyptian city of Alexandria. 

A substantial quantity of American Red Cross medical 
supplies, as well as 2000 tons of cracked wheat, farina 
and oats, warchoused in Hong Kong, prior to the fall of 
the city, and 50,000 bags of cracked wheat and rice flour 
in Shanghai, were saved from confiscation and released 
for distribution to imprisoned Americans and citizens of 
other allied countries, under the supervision of the Inter 
national Red Cross Committee delegate.

The Citizens Committee for the Army and Navy was organized in December, 1940, to serve 
those men who had атыста the first Selective Service Call. Ву the end of a year branches were => 
functioning successfully in New York, Borton, Omaha and Los Angeles. 

Thi Committee із composed primarily of volunteers, These men and women have given long 
hours in an effort to supply those needs — both material and spiritual — which arise among our Armed 
Forces. 

Camps, Posts and Stations, ships leaving our shores — wherever our men may be — have been * 
supplied speedily with books, games, athletic equipment, furnishings for Day Rooms and Recreation 
Halls, music and musical instruments, prints and pictures for decoration, and altar. pictures for their 
chapel and other places of worship 

In New York, in addition to supplying material things, the Citizens Committee for the Army and 
Navy has opened No. 28 East Mah Street as Junior Officers’ “At Home," where these young men have - 
a library, writing rooms, music and dances. 

Throughout the arcas, small groups have organized and worked for the Citizens Commitice to aid 
іп Alling the many and varied requests received. 


National Safety Council, Inc. 
National Headquarters, 20 North Wocker Drive, Chicago, Illinois 


The wartime national safety movement grew out of a Presidential proclamation calling on the 
National Safety Council to curb a growing accident toll which even before Pearl Harbor loomed as 
| a menace to American manpower. Since that date the nation has low 450,000,000 man-days of work 
| through accidents. This lost time was a gift to our enemies. Every accident prevented оп the home 
front іп 1943. will help speed victory on the fighting fronts. In the first year of the war 46,300 work- 
ers had been lost to the war effort through accidental death. Total accidental deaths of workers and 
| non-workers, including wives and children, amounted to the staggering total of 93,000. 
| То pot the brakes on this destruction the National Safety Council is calling on its thirty-one years 
of experience in industrial and public safety. In addition it is expanding its activities with the aid of 
the financial support obtained from business and industry through the War Production Fund to Con- 
serve Manpower. 

In the women’s field the National Safety Council not only issues booklets on Safety for women in 
industry, but urges women to take the war on accidents directly into the home, Wives and mothers of | 
men on the production front have a two-fold job. First, putting safety into practice in the home, and >! 
second, encouraging husbands and sons in the ways of Safety on and and off the job. | 

The National Safety Council is eager to cooperate with women's organizations іп cutting down 
on-and-off.the-job accidents. The thousands of women working with this organization are pledged to l 
safety.

The Women's Owerveas Service League жаз founded in 1921, to include іп one national organi- 
zation the large group of American women who served overseas in World War |. 

The membership represents overseas workers in the American Red Crom, the Y MCA, the YWCA, 
National Catholic War Council, Salvation Army, Jewish Welfare Board, Army Nurves, and many others. 

The chief aims of the Women's Overseas Service League are to render ald to отете women 
іп need of avistance, and to perform patriotic work of whatever nature they may be called upon to 
give. The members are cooperating with the LISO, the Red Crow, Bundles for America, and practi- 
cally all other agencies actively engaged in war work 

The League i composed of units located ін nearly every state, inchading a unit in Havana, 
Cuba, divided into Corps Areas corresponding to those of the Army. The League publishes a quarterly 
magazine, "Carry On," which contain the news of interea from all the units.

Friends of Democracy, әз the name indicates, hs been «et up for the purpose of doing something 
constructive about democracy іп America. It is carrying on an educational program for the democratic 
way of life, belieweing that nearly all the propaganda of the prevent teme n again democratic civilization, 
It has undertaken to combat the anti-democratic and subversive propaganda coming from totalitarian 
sources, with itv major efforts directed against propaganda originating in Nazi Germany. 

In its research, Friends of Democracy has gathered information about hundreds of anti democratic 
propaganda groups, not only those functioning from other countries, but ako of the native, super: 
nationalistic and ıhirted variety. Women voluntary workers have figured very actively іп the research 
department. They have worked comuantly in the avermbling of cnormoun астар books documenting 
much of the information the organization has gathered 

These scrap books contain clippings from а great variety of sources and on a wide variety of 
subjects іп line with the aims of the organization. The books and files are frequently used by govern- 
ment agencies and by numerous publications 

The program of the Friends of Democracy is divided between research and action, the two phases 
being comidered interdependent — intelligent action impossible without careful research, and research 
useless unless it leads to action.

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United Service Organizations, Inc. USO 


Upon the closer approach of war, The United Service Organizations, Inc., popularly known as 
the USO, was formed in February, 1941, to give recreational, spiritual and welfare services to the 
members of the armed forces outside of military reservations and naval bases, and also to workers in 
overburdened war production centers in certain areas. In che bebel that all grim and no gay makes Jack 
a dull soldier, it seemed wise to provide off-duty recreation for the new service man. This would serve 
the double purpose of bolstering morale of men in new situations and give civilians the opportunity 
they wanted to "do something" for American men under arms. 


With the approval of President Roosevelt and the War and Navy Departments, the following six 
national agencies united to form the USO: The Young Men's Christian Associations, the National 
Catholic Community Service, the Young Women's Christian Associations, the Salvation Army, the 
Jewish Welfare Board and the National Travelers Aid Association. Operation of each club, depending 
on ite size, is assigned to one or more of the member agencies. | 


The clubhouse is the heart of the USO. Here Jack finds a "home away from home," where ће 
may talk to a pretty girl, listen to Bach or boogie-woogie, dance, or just sit. In the clubhouse he finds 
lounges, writing deske and USO stationery, showers, games, libraries, snack bars with food served at 
cost, social halls, radios, victrolas, Many clubs have photographic dark rooms, study rooms and albums 
of classical music. In entertainment, dances, motion pictures and social gatherings of all kinds are most 
in stenography, mathematics, languages, music appreciation and handicrafts are well attended. The USO 
attempts tb give the men it serves every opportunity to continue customary church attendance, 


USO clubs and services are eviabliched іп military, naval or industrial areas upon request of the 
United States Government, and according to the recreational needs outlined by the Federal authori- 
ties. The USO is financed entirely by public subscription. Once each year, it holds a nation-wide fund: 
raixing campaign, іп 1942 for $32,000,000. Many communities include the LUSO in their Community 
Chest and War Fund campaigns. 


In addition to men in the armed forces, members of the merchant marine, and war industry 
workers, the USO extends its facilities, where required, to Waacs and Waves, to Army and Navy 
nurses, and to the wives of service men. 


According to the announced. policy of the USO, enlisted men and women in uniform are served 
in all clubs without distinction as to race, creed or color. 
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- Overseas Division- Wherever requested by the War and Navy Departments, USO establishes and 
operates clubs in hemisphere bases. Sixty clubs and 28 units are located іп 16 territories, possessions 
+ and off-shore bases, from Alaska to the Caribbean sca, and in Hawaii. 


Ф Mobile Service Division—Following America’s declaration of war, detached guard units along the 
Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf Coasts and at other strategic points were greatly increased. To help dispel 
7 loneliness іп these outposts, the USO organized a Mobile Service Division. Fifty-two motorized units, 
equipped with moving-picture projectors, games, USO stationery and other supplies, visit these senti- 
P nels protecting America's shores, and these units also serve thousands of men on maneuvers. 
+ 


USO-Camp Shows-In November, 1941, the entertainment world cooperated wholeheartedly in 
helping the USO organize Их affiliate, USO-Camp Shows. From its inception to October 17, 1942, 39 
regular entertainment units gave 7,038 shows, including 526 hospital performances, in Army camps 
- and Naval stations throughout the country to an estimated troop audience of 6,076,829, besides volun- 
(сег performances by name bands, concert artists, motion picture and radio stars and spot variety shows. 
In addition, И5О-Сатр Shows Tabloid Troupe units entertained an undisclosed number of men. 
These Tabs are small units, with casts averaging $ performers, which play isolated outposts and small — 
ғ military detachments all over the country. USO-Camp Shows Overseas Troupes have been sent to 
England, Ireland, Iceland, the Caribbean, Newfoundland, Alaska, Panama and Bermuda, А whole 
USO-Camp Shows program has been maintained in the Territory of Hawaii since Pearl Harbor. 


Victory Book Compoign- Sponsored by the American Library Association, the American Red Cross 
and the USO, the Victory Book Campaign has distributed 1,100,144 books, of which more than 
+ 3,000,000 went to the Army, 850,000 to the Мату, 790,000 to USO, 275,000 to the merchant marine, 
and 35,000 to American prisoners of war abroad. 


USO National Women's Committee olunteer projects are under the direction of this Committee. 
While the majority of volunteer work is in USO clubs, the Committee has recently sponsored the 
USO Scrapbook Project, whereby women and girls may paste up serialized stories in scrapbooks at 
home, and another project to enable men and boys to make wooden shower sandals for soldiers, For 
information on these, write to Mrs. Robert 5. Pirie at USO National Headquarters. 
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By spring of 1943 the USO had over 700 clubs im this country amd м off-shore bases, amd ewer 1,200 operations 
including other croners and services. Serving these clubs were 15911 profesional workers, beth men ond women, and о 000 
volunteer, ihe majority of whom are women.

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The American Women's Hospital Reserve Corps is an organiza- 

tion of working women—and this is meant literally. About 8575 of the 
workers. Much of the volunteer work is done in the evening. First aid instructors leave their daily posi- 
tions and teach new members from § to 10:30 pm ; working girls drive ambulances from seven to 
midnight, or on the "swing shift" of midnight to 7 am. Office workers spend evenings typing and 
recording at a Headquarters office. Nurses give volunteer service, or instruct others in home nursing and 
child care. Most of the hospital service ік done by the housewives during the day—the preparation of 
hospital supplies, the clinic work, hospital aides. 


There н no age limit on service. The juniors participate im military drill; they help serve with the 


Canteen group; they sew and knit, mainly baby clothes. The next age group has a wider sphere. These 
girly join the Motor group, or train in occupational therapy. They learn wood-carving, leather work, 
basket-weaving. These articles sold for funds to help our armed forces. Later the girls can teach these 
handicrafts to the disabled veterani who will inevitably need our help alter the war. The younger mem- 
bers also do junior hostess work, learning how to keep a large group entertained by square dances, 
games, etc. The backbone of the AWHRC is the “middle group," from 25 to 45. Members in this age 
group are found іп every activity. Older women are most valuable in clinic service, home nursing, hos- 

The AWHRC is not ап emergency organization. It looks to the past, prevent and future. For the 
рам, the members have the record of the American Women's Hospitals as a pattern. Thin service, 
originally designed as а war measure, grew into an international service of rehabilitation, health edu. 
cation and disease prevention, active since its inception іп 1917. From that organization; the AWHRC 
borrows the medical caduceus for its lapel, and wears that emblem with pride. Today, members of 
the AWHRC are serving through the sale of War Bonds and Stamps, the speakers! bureau, hospital 
workers. And for the future—symbolized by the AWHRC folded wings of peace—the organization is 
training women to work together today, that they may rebuild together tomorrow. The program of 
rehabilitation is based on nutrition, child care, occupational therapy, and the strength of character, 
gained by service now, will be needed in the reconstruction period. The group of affiliate members, 
those who are citizens of friendly foreign nations, are now serving with the AWHRC here so that 
they may be better equipped to help their own countrymen when they return to their homelands alter 
the war.

Sample stretchers which will fit in amy one of five types of medium-sized airplanes, have also been 
made available, with the technique for converting these planes into a fleet of emergency air ambulances. 
Air ambulance supply kits are being distributed as rapidly as budget and opportunities permit. 
Aero medical information ін being compiled and disseminated by Relief Wings’ Research Com- 
mittee composed of eminent specialists im the fields of medicine and surgery. Special care of air-borne 
patients is necessary because the lack of oxygen and lower air pressure at various altitudes cause medi- 
cal complications requiring procedures different from those used for surface-conveyed patients. 
Relief Wings owns a 200 mile-per-hour Beechcraft plane which has been re-engineered as а regular 
air ambulance. It has complete stretcher equipment, oxygen, two-way radio and air ambulance medical 
kit. This ambulance is stationed at LaGuardia Airport, New York, and is available for day or night 


Relief. Wings, which does not duplicate any other agency, is prepared to cooperate with all exist- 


ing relief groups working for similar ends. The organization is laying plans for a widespread program 
of active service in the reconstruction of devastated countries.

Women in Radio and Electrical Service WIRES 


National Headquarters, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, Wor Dept., Washington, D. C. 


The WIRES were originally planned as a civilian organization by a group of patriotically minded 
women in the Mechanic Learners Course at the Trinidad State Junior College, Trinidad, Colorado, 
one of the many colleges throughout the United States being utilized by the Signal Corps for the train- 
ing of communication specialists. This group applied to the Chief Signal Officer for an official military 
status with the Signal Corps. Не saw the potential value of such an organization and conceived a plan 
which would utilize them as an enlisted reserve for Signal Corps WAAC's. Thi plan was submitted 
to Colonel Hobby, Director of the WAAC, who approved it on January 4, 1943. 


The purpose of the WIRES ix to furnich technically trained communications specialists to the 
Women's Army Auxiliary Corps for assignment to Signal Corps duties. 


Under the WIRES plan, applicants must be able to meet the qualifications for both WAAC 
enrollment and WIRES training Such training is given in radio operation and repair, telephone opera. 
tion and maintenance, code work, teletype operation and maintenance, and other Signal Corps spe- 
cialties. Requirements vary, depending upon the level of training and the aptitude of the trainee. А 
salary ін paid during WIRES training. at the successful conclusion of which, WIRES are called to active 
duty with the WAAC. Thereafter WIRES are governed by WAAC regulation: and receive WAAC 
basic military training. According to the needs of the Signal Corps and skill acquired in WIRES train- 
ing, they are then assigned to communication: duty with WAAC companies in the field. 


WIRES who fail to complete successfully their Signal Corps training are either called to active 
duty with the WAAC as auxiliaries or discharged from the Women's Army Auxiliary Corps.

Victory, has supplied the motif for the Women's 
Army Auxiliary Corps’ own design. A cut-out in gold-color metal showing her head with helmet is worn 
on cach lapel of the officer's winter jacket, and on the left end of the collar of the shirt when the shirt 
appears às an outer garment in warm weather. The letters U. S. in cut-outs of gold-color metal are 
worn at cach end of the collar of the officer's winter jacket, and at the right end of the summer shirt 
collar, 


The auxiliaries also have gold-color metal insignia. The U. 5. on a disc is worn at the right end of 
the collar, the Pallas Athene, also on a disc, at the left end of the collar of jacket. 


Rank insignia for officers, on jackets, shirts, overcoats and utility coats, ін the same as that for 
Army officers of corresponding grade. The rank insignia for auxiliarics corresponds to that of Army 
non-commisioned officers of equal rank, with the addition of a lettered patch WAAC." placed below 
the chevron for auxiliaries holding a grade. 


Sleeve ornamentation for officers of the Corps is like that of Army officers — olive drab braid for 
winter andl khaki color for summer, worn three inches from the bottom of the sleeve cuff. Auxiliaries 
wear по brakl on sleeves. 


The cap insignia for officers is a cut-out eagle design of gold-color metal, for auxiliaries, an eagle 
design superimposed on a disc.

The Women’s Reserve of the Џ, 5, Naval Reserve was established іп 1942 by Act of Congress in 
order to enlist and train women for shore duty, thereby releasing men engaged on shore duty, for com- 
bat service. As an integral part of the Naval Reserve, WAVES may serve in the continental United 
States for the duration of the war, and for not longer than six months alter, 


The designation of the Women's Reserve as WAVES stands for “women accepted for volunteer 
emergency service." Officer candidates are given a one-month's indoctrination course in Navy discipline 
and customs to qualify them as Reserve Midshipmen, after which they pursue an intensive training 
program to fit them to become full fledged officers. 


When members have finished their training, they are assigned to full-time duty at Naval cstablish- 
ments within the continental United States.

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Women’s Auxiliary Ferrying Squadron WAFS 


A little over a year ago, ыйын а meto ud bc ER 
for aviation skills, and the suggestion of an auxiliary group of women pilots was viewed askance. To- 
day the picture has changed. Women perform a multitude of tasks at various air bases and flying fields 
all over the country. 
smallest in number, is the experimental unit known as the Women's Auxiliary Ferrying Squadron. The 
squadron functions under the Ferrying Division of the Air Tramport Command, and is directed by 
Mrs. Nancy Harkness Love. 

The WAFS are all qualified pilots, hired by the War Department. Their duties are to ferry light 
liaison and training planes within the continental limits of the United States, and thereby fulfill the pur- 
pose of relieving men pilots for combat duty or for ferrying planes to combat zones. 

When not ferrying planes, the WAFS stay іп barracks reserved for them at the Air Ваке near 
Wilmington, Delaware. All but a few have finished the indoctrination training necessary to adapt their 
talents to Army use, and are now ferrying planes from factory to training schools and air haves. 

Only fifty women formed the original group of WAFS. The qualifications are stiff, Although 
there are in the United States about 250 women pilots with commercial licenses, not more than 150 of 
them are able to quality for the squadron, аз the requirement: stand now.

After an interview and flight 
Check, the applicant's qualifications are passed upon by a 
military board of review before she can be hired for pre- 
asxignment to ferrying duty with the Second Ferrying Group. 

Rate of Poy—Members of the Women's Auxiliary Fer- 
rying Squadron are all civilian employes on civil service rat- 
ing. They receive $250 a month and the usual $6 per Шет 
while on ferrying missions. 


The Women’s Auxiliary Ferrying Squadron, the WAFS, have no official uniform 
issued to them by the government. A uniform has been adopted by the members, how: 
ever, a "standardized" attire consisting of a jacket, skirt and slacks of light gray 
gabardinc. 

The single breasted jacket has four button-flap patch pockets, a belt of gel mate- 
rial, and shoulder straps or epaulets. Low heeled brown oxfords are worn. 

The official insignia is that of the Air Transport Command. WAFS also wear the 
Civilian Pilot Wings, which are shown in this picture placed at left above the pocket.
